Paragraph beginning at page 70, line 19, has been amended as follows: 
This example describes the amino acid sequence of a chimeric HIV CTL epitope for use in 
the practice of the invention. The sequence (SEP ID NP:18) contains a first methionine (M) to 
initiate translation followed by various contiguous subsequences corresponding to pi 7, p24, pi 5, 
Pol, Rev, gpl20env, gp41env, and nef, respectively. 
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
